Clear of Boera.

Tlie Uocrs pa.^sed throiigli Tues- 
day, a disorganized mob. There are 
80 famtties bere. All tiia storas and 
private houses had been looted, but 
the buildings are not much damaged.

The Grant Statue. 

Washington, May 21.— The statue of 
General Grant, presented by the Grand 
Army of the nation, was unveiled in 
the great rotonda ot tbe capltol and 
elaborate ceremonloa •commemorative 
of the event were held in the hall of 
the repre.^ontativos In the presence of a 
vast concourse of people, who included 
the widow, daugbter and descendants 
of the hero of Appomattox, hundreds 
of his comrades In arms, the officers 
and comniittf e of thp Grand Army, and 
many persons distinguished in military, 
political and social circles. Tbe statue 
of the pre-eminent chief of the Union 
forces In the civil war r'^presents the 
the contributions of thousands of his 
comrades of the Grand Army, none of 
whom was allowed to snbserlbe more 
than 16 cents, and is the result of a 
movement started shortly after General 
Grant's death at Mount McGregor In 
July, 1885. It is the work of Franklin 
Simmons, an Amerhsan senlplor. 

Cumberland Presbytertans. 
Chattanooga. Tenn., May 21.— The 
devotional service ot tbe Cumberland 

Presbyterian general assembly was 
conducted by Rev. Dr. McDonald of 
Indiana. Hon. W. V. Orubbs of Texas, 
obalrman ot tbe Industrial board of 
education, was beard by the assembly 
in a petition for co-operation in the 
work of the board. The matter was 
referred to the assembly committee on 
education. Mrs. B. D. CockrlU of South 
McAleater, I. T., fraternal delegate 
from the woman's board of missions, 
addressed tbe assembly in reference 
to tbe works of tb^ woman's boards, 
stating that the consecration offering 
at the meeting at Decatur, Ills., last 
week, was over JIS.OOO. She asked co- 
o>>e ration of the assembly in work in 
San Francisco and other points io 
America and in the foreign fields. 

Foraker's Reply to Bjaker. 
Washington, May 21.— The last letter 
from Rev. P. A. Baker, superintendent 
of the Ohio Antl-Saloon league, to Sen- 
ator J. B. Foraker drew a reply, despite 
the senator's previous announcement 
of tbe "dose ot the Incident." The 
reply incorporates a letter from Hon. 
S. J. Southard, chairman of the tem- 
perance committee in the Seventy-sec- 
ond Ohio general assembly, refuting 
the assertion of Rer. Baker tbat Fbr- 
aker told Sotithard the Harris bill must 
not pass. Senator ^'oraker also quotes 
from the official organ of Antl-Saloon 
league to show its hostile attitude to 
ward PreaMeDt MeKialey and Benatont 
Foraker and Hanna. 

Wuget Increased. 

Chilllcothe, O., May 21.— The strike 
of section men on the Scloto Valley di- 
vision of the Norfolk snd Western road 
virtaally ended by a eo n ees ai dn to the 
men .of an advance from $1.10 to |1.2:^ 
per day. It Is understood tbe increaf^e 
applies to the whole system. In whit l; 
750 men will be affected. The shop 
employes ot tbe Baltimore and Ohio 
southwestern road have been notified 
of an Increase of 7% per cent In wages. 
The demand was made by boMermaker.s 
and machinists only, but the answer 
was ab Increase for all employes.

Macon, Oa.,May 21.— William Raines 
and bis son were killed jiear Cordele, 

Ga., by a Mr. Glcaton, who Intended to 
marry Miss Ralnen. Uleaton went to 
the home of Miss Raines, accompanied 
by a friend. Tbe girl's father Inter 
fered and tried to induce her to remain 
at home. A quarrel arose and th^ 
young wumun'u brother rushed up with 
pistol and commenced shouting at 
Gleaton and ble oomi^lon. Gleaton 
rew bis pistol and shot and killed tho 
young lady's father and brother and 
mortally wounded a neiglibor who 
tried to stop the trouble.

SENDS AN ADMIRAL TO AMERICA. 



Latter Will Inspeet Warebipe uixi 
Mstboda of Ordoance aii<i Kuvul

New York, Miy 2!. — Rear Admiral 
Ahmed Pasha, wlio ariived at this ji.'ic 
from Turkey, said that bis mission tu 
tbis country bad no connection with 
any work of diplomacy. In.-te.id, the 
purpoi*a of his nii;- ioii, he .«aid, wis to 
Inspect American w irshlps and meth- 
ods of naval and ordnance construction 
with a possible view of purchasing a 
cruiser for the Turkl.^h Kovrrnment, 
in speaking of the report that he had 
any proposals to make to this country 
concerning the indemnity claimed by 
the United States from Turkey because 
of Injuries suffered by missionaries 
during the Armenian troubles, he said. 

"My business Is that of an englnef^r, 
not ot a diplomat Of diplomatic rela- 
tions, therefore, I have no right to 
speak. That falls to the duty of our 
Turkish mlnl-iter at Washington. As 
yet I am waiting Instructions from tin 
sublime oprte. From what I could 
learn of tbe desires of the sultan in 
conversation with him. l:r is anxiou : 
to increase the prowess jf his navy. I 
will not give the reasons. I will not 
say whether we fear Russia or England 
or any other country, but at any rate, 
we see that our n'lvy must be put on a 
basis with western countries. From 
what we bave seen and learned of the 
American navy, it seemed tbat there 
could be no better place to learn mod- 
ern methods of construction than in 
America. Again, it is a neutral coun- 
try, one which would not view such a 
visit with suspicion. I was selected 
for the mission because I am the en- 
glneor-in-chlef of the Turkish navy. 
When I have reported to the sublime 
porte the reeult of my study, tbey may 
make some purehase.s." 



In the House. 

Washington, May 21.— The Alaskan 

code bill and the District of Columbia 
code bill will be used as stop gaps in 
the house for tbe remainder of the ses- 
sion to keep out tbe fiood ot legisla- 
tion tbat always presses at the end of 
the season. They will give way at all 
times to conference reports and such 
other matters as the leaders are will- 
ing to allow to go through. Today 
was Dlatrlct ot Columbia day, and later 
in the week the anti-trust bill and resp 
olutlon reported by the judiciary com- 
mittee may be considered. The St. 
Louis fair bill, if it is agreed to by 
the committee, on Tnsday also may be 
considered. The bill to meet the cast' 
of Neeley, which the attorney general 
ia anxious should pass also, doubilcifi 
will be acted on during the week.

She ran behind a i jun 
ter and, procuring a revolvHr, nIioi 
Whittlngton through the back of bis 
neck, killing bim Instantly. Brogan 
then advanced menacingly toward her 
and received a bullet in the face — a 
fatal wound.

Washington, May 21.— An audience 
remarkable for its site, sympathy and 

enthusiasm gieeted the Hjer envoys 
at the reception given in their honor 
at the Grand Opera House under tbe 
auspices of the congressional and clti- 
sens' committee. The house was crowd- 
ed to suffocation. The Interior was ap- 
propriately decorated with the national 
tri-colors of both the United States 
and the Transvaal. .While olBclal 
Washington was not represented in 
any manner, there were probably 30 
members of the senate and the house 
occupying seats IB the aodHorlom and 
on the stage. 

Chairman Salter was tbe first speak- 
er. After welcoming the envoys and 
emphatically stating that the occasion 
was noni)arti.--an and nonpolitical in 
character, he said in part: "In my 
Judgment nine-tenths ot the American 
people are against England in thi- 
bloody war of conquest tor sordid g iin, 
and in sympathy with the Boers. Wu 
sympathized with Poland, with Hun- 
gary, with Greece, wltb all tbe South 
American republics, with Armenia and 
with Cuba In their struggles for free- 
dom. Many we helped. Why, I ask. in 
the name of all that is Just and hon- 
orable, In tbe name ot our glorious 
past, shniild wo now refuse to lend our 
moral support, our sympathy and our 
aid to the patriots of South AtrlcaT la 
American sentiment dead?" 

Tbe three envoya were Introduced In 
turn by Mr. Sulzer, and each of tlie:n 
was given a cordial rec( ption. Their 
remarks were listened to with close at- 
tention. The audience gave a standing 
greeting to tbe envoys, who told their 
hearers why they hrid come tO' this 
country and wh:it they hoped to ac- 
complish. Their remarks were very 
much in keeping with what they al- 
ready bad said in published Interrlews. 

Want the Envoys. 
Knoxvllle, May 21.— Tbe city council 
of Knoxvllle, by reeolutlon anani- 

mously passed, has invited the Boer 
coramissloneis, now In this country, 
to visit Knoxville. Mayor Heiskell Will 
formally extend the invitation. 

Fairbanks In ltM)4. 
Indianapolis, May 21.— Indiana Ho- 
publlcan leaders and delegates to the 
national convention will go to Phila- 
delphia with the Intention of starting 
a boom for Senator Fairbanks foi 
president In 1904. They have talked 
the matter over among themselves, and 
have come to tbe conclusion tbat the 

time Is ripe to liegln. Republican lead- 
ers in Indiana say that there Is a grow- 
ing sentiment for him elsewhere, an l 
tbat unless something unexpected hap- 
pens, the prominent men of a number 
of states will rally to his support when 
the* time comes for him to make the 
annnouncement.

Honolulu, May 12, via San Francis- 
co, May 21. — If the leaders have any 
control over tlifir i)olitii.al destinies, 
the natives of the island will not for 
some time to come express afflUatlon 
with either of the great parties. So 
much was decided by a number of 
them at a meeting held stcretly. At 
this meeting were men inclined to be 
Republicans, and some were favorable 
to the principles of Democracy. A ma- 
jority, however, favored some sort of 
Hawaiian alliance, taking in such 
whites as were acceptable to their 
ideas. The Portuguese were mentioned. 

The idea of the natives is to form 
an Independent I'arfy. It was re- 
marked that out of 1 l.ooo votes that 
could be mustered tbe natives would 
poll 9,000. Some of these would be 
lost to tbe Republican and Democratlu 
parties, but with white and Portuguete 
allies llicy would Ij ivc a lai ge majority. 

With the final a.ssurance of a stable 
government will, it Is expected, come 
a financial boom in Honolulu. In ad- 
dition to the influx of capital that la 
expected from the main land. < omes 
word that President McKinley has ap- 
proved a bill lately passed making 
available |2.000,000. Word has also 
been received that Secretary Gage has 
announced tliat within 4') days ll)>' 
Washington government will call in 
the 84,000,000 ot bonds assumed by the 
United States and pay for them. Prob- 
ably 13,000.000 of those bonds are held 
by the Hawaiian pcoph'. and it is esti- 
mated that 12,000,000 are now in the 
Islands. Added to this, tbe plantationc 
win pay tbelr dlvlfiends in June and 
July. 

Germany to Retaliate. 

Washington. May 21. — Under cover 
of an annual report on the traile rela- 
tions of Gtrniany. Consul General Ma- 
son, at Berlin, has published some ex- 
ceedingly Importsnt statementa rela- 
tive to the present conditions govern- 
ing trade between Germany and the 
United States. Mr. Ma.^on says that 
Germany has been paralysed at the 
enormous upward bound ot tbe foreign 
trade of the United States, and aa Ger- 
man merchants have come to the con- 
clusion that this prosperity is attrib- 
utable to the United States tariff laws, 
and arguing tbat a similar policy eouli 
not fail to benefit Germany, they pro- 
pose a revision of their tariff on the 
lines of a gpneral and heavy increase 
ot duties, especially upon imports trom 
the United States. 



M. I;ouU strike. 
St. Louis, May 21.— Cars were run 
on five of the lines of the St. Louht 

Transit coniiiany without any inter- 
ference from tho strikers' friends. 
President Mahan of the streetcar men s 
association said that no steps had been 
taken looking to a conference between 
the men and the ' ;ai|):;ny. He was 
positive the nvn wi/iild win in tae end. 
■|'hc 'I'lansit conip.iny claims to have 
a full complement of men, but this U 
denied by their own employes. Presi- 
dent liaumhoff of the streetear com- 
pany said: "We are running luli- 
handed on five lines and could run on 
all of the others if the police were able 
to furnish as protection tor tbe crews 
and passengers." 

Mysterious KllUag. 

Philadelphia, May 21. — Professor 
Roy Wilson White, 29, nn instructor 
in the law department of tbe Univer- 
sity of^Pennsylvania, waa struck down 
and brutally murdered in the street. 
His skull bad been crushed, evidently 
by an Iron bar. He died In the Pres- 
byterian boepltal without regaining 
eonselousnees. It baa not yet been 
positively established that the motive 
was robbery, as the only article miss- 
ing was the professor's watcb. 



Sienmer Ashore. 
Kingston, Jamaica, May 21. — The 
Hamburg-American steamer ValeMla.

THAT SCANDAL IN CUBA. 
The present scandal in the postal de 
partment at Havana may resnlt in some 

good. There is no doubt that the politi 
ciana who have been placed in charge 
of many of the responsible positions in 
Cuba have been managing affairs on the 
theory that "public otlice is a private 
snap," and Senator Bacon's ri-solutitn 
ordt rii:i;an investi^iation s-liould be adopt- 
ed. Tlie Senator wants the Committee 
on Relations with Cuba to make an in- 
vestigation relative to the collection and 
expenditure of moneys in the inland by 
United States officials. The expendi- 
tures of money by our officials, he 
. charged, has been the most extravagant 
ever heard of, considering the area and 
population of Cuba. Ue read from tbe 
report of the Secretary of War to show 
that last year, in round numbers, the re- 
ceipts of Cuba were s^lii.OOO.OOO, and the 
expenditures for the same period were 
about $14,000,000. Uacou read from newF- 
paper accounts tlie peculations of Neeley 
in Cuba, tlie removal of Kathbone Taud 
others and produced a War Departm 'Ot 
oamphlet showing the unlimited power 
granted to our ctii iale in Cuba. 

Senator Uale st this Jancture ocked 
for a few moments. He declared, after 
bearing the extracts read by Flacon, that 
"no Roman proconsul sent among alien 
people ever had more power than had 
been irranfcd to Maj. Rathboue," former 
Director of I'osts in Cuba. It was a 
departure, Hale asserted, that should not 
have been made by the Uuittd States 
government. He had believed Rath 
bono to be both rspable and honest, bnt, 
no matter how hone<t and capable one 
niixht be, be should nut be accorded 
t his power. "The whole system down in 
Cuba was wrong from beginning to end." 
Responsibility could not be properly 
fixed ; subordinates were difficult to man- 
age and corruption and scandal were tbe 
natural outcome ot the recent departure 
of the United States gOTernment. "It 
was a situation to be deplored," he as- 
serted "and one that oaosed Amerleans 
to blush."
